BREAKS RECORDS 


Makes 742 Miles in 5 


Hours 31 Minutes. 


All records for flying between Chi- 
cago and New York were smashed yes- 
terday by en air mail pilot, according 
to an announcement last night by the 
postoffice department in Washington. 
J. T. Christensen, piloting 4 Liberty 
motored De Haviland airplane, covered 
the distance—742 miles air line—in 5 
hours and 31 minutes of actual flying 
time. | 
Christensen made an average of 117 
miles an hqur between Chicago and 
Cleveland. 

At the latter city he climbed into 
another De Haviland and flew to New 
York at an average speed of 151 miles 
an hour. 4 

Cleveland in Hours. 

The sun had not appeared over the’ 
eastern rim of Lake Michigan when 
Christensen opened the throttles of the 
Liberty yesterday morning and set out 
from the air mail field at Maywood for 
New York. Aboard his ship he carried 
400 pounds of mail. ‘The official time 
of his takeoff was 6:55. 

In two hours and a half he set the 
wheels of the mail ship down on the 
Woodland Park field in Cleveland. It 
was the earliest the Chicago mail ever 
had arrived at that field and the me- 
chanics set up a cheer as the big ship 
came panting up to the deadline. 

Christensen was given a sandwich 
and a cup of coffee. 

“TI mustn’t spoil my lunch,” he said. 
“Il be in New York a few minutes 
after noon. I'll be there in time t% 
see a matinee, anyway.” 

Hits Up Terrific Pace. 

From Cleveland to New York—with- 
out a stop—Christensen set up an 
average of 151 miles an houc, which 
is believed to be the fastest a com- 
mercial airplane has ever traveled on 
a long hop. In the mail compartment 
of the De Haviland ship were 425 
pounds of fast mail. 

At 1:25 Christensen bounced over 
Broadway. Ten minutes later his 
wheels came to a stop on ine gov- 
ernment field on Long Island.

Acts as Four Smallpox 


Cases Are Found. 


More than 200 pupils of the Swift 
school at Winthrop and Thorndale ave- 
nues were ordered excluded from their 
classrooms yesterday following discov- 
ery of four cases of smal)pox among 
pupils of this school and the Senn High 


school at Glenwood and Ardmore ave- 


nues. 

Health Commissioner Robertson is- 
sued the exclusion order when the pu- 
pils refused to submit to vaccination on 
advice of their parents. The order re- 
duces the attendance from 907 to below 
700. 

Vaccination Foes Active. 

The health department is encounter- 
ing unusual difficulty in providing 
against the malignantly contagious dis- 
ease because of the large number of 
families in the North Edgewater dis- 
trict who are opposed to vaccination 
for religious or other reasons. 

Dr. Robertson ordered that every pu- 
pil of the Senn school be vaccinated 
beginning today. He asserted that as 
there is no way of telling what children 
were exposed to the disease, general 
vaccination is the only sure safeguard 
against a possible epidemic. 


Boy Victim Found in Loop. - 


The health department was informed 
of the danger of contagion by the ex- 
amining physician of a State street 
store at which Charles Cook Jr., 15 
year old son of Mr. and Mrs. C. G. Cook 
of 6160 Winthrop avenue, had applied 
for work.

school booke. 
The attorney general's office, repre- 
sented by Assistant Attorneys General 
Clarence Boord and William C. Claus- 
sen, is opposing the suit. 

$1,000,000 Spent Here Yearly. . 
' The $500,000 worth of text books 
bought annually by the school board/ 
and parents of Chicago’s public schoo! 
children, would be affected should the 
suit esuccéed. ‘It is estimated nearly 
$1,000,000 is expended annually for 
school text books by other public 
schools, parochial schools, and private 
academies.

OBTAIN MEDICAL 


AID FOR CHILDREN 


Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 3.—Employ- 
ers of nonmedical healers were threat: 
ened with prosecution for manslaugh- 
‘ter or neglect, on proof of failure to 
provide proper medical attendance for 
their children, by Thomas Lee Wool- 
wine, district attorney of Los Angeles 
county, in a letter to Dr. Rea Smith, 
president of the Los Angeles County 
Medical society, made public here to 
night by Mr. Woolwine. | 

The letter asked the cobperation of 
all members of the medical organiza- 
tion ih reporting cases of alleged vio- 
lation of state laws covering the care 
of children as a “ work of mercy and 
justice.” 

“Tt should be understood,” the let- 
ter said, “ that the fanaticism indulged 
in by such practitioners, by whatever 
name they may be called, could not 
be urged by any parent as a lawful 
excuse for failure to furnish necessary 
medical attendance for children in case 
of serious illness. 

“Further, I am satisfied that, in 
case death should result from’ such 
omission, such parent would be guilty 
of manslaughter. 

“It is, of course, well known to 
members of your profession that par- 
ents suffering fanaticism and delu- 
sions allow their babes and children 
to die of malignant and contagious dis- 
eases, feloniously refusing to provide 
that medical aid required by the stat- 
utes of California. °

who have been robbed of life and al- 
loweii to die under such circumstances 
since this peculiarly dangerous and 
inhuman fanaticism has been promul-

FORDNEY PLANS 
EARLY START IN 
‘HOUSE ON TARIFF 


Sees Eight Months of 
Work Ahead. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Dean 3.—{Spe- 
cial.)—Hearings en tariff legislation 
will be started by the house ways and 
means committee soon after the holi- 
days if the views of Representative 
Fordney of Michigan, its chairman, 
prevail when conferences are held by 
Republican leaders to map out a pro- 
gram. 

Mr. Fordney would defer action on 
tax revision until the tariff bill is dis- 
posed of by the house and sent over 
to the senate. Tariff and tax law re- 
vision then will be in progress simul- 
taneously with his program contem- 
plating the enactment of both into law 
about the same time early in the fall. 

Representative Fordney’s views are 
somewhat at variance with those of 
some of the other Republicans. Some 
prefer to give tax revision the prece- 
dence, while others, particularly some 
of the senators, would like to put both 
the taxes and tariff in one bill. The 
one point upon which all are agreed 
is that both should be acted upon at 
the special session scheduled to start 
in March or April. 

In proposing the beginning of tariff 
hearings soon ‘after the holidays Rep- 
resentative Fordney made it clear this 
did not mean the reporting of a bill 
to the house until after the beginning

It is a true, really enchanting 
story of a human life lived on impulse 
and without fear, in the company o 
the great and of the humble, by one 
who loves her God-and all the things 
he made—particularly men and horses 
—and who does not believe that he was 
responsible for the conventions. There 
are two volumes, interestingly illus- 
trated with reproductions from photo- 
graphs, and the only regret is that 
there are not four.

John A. Carpenter’s 
“Birthday of Infanta’ 
Wins Concert Crowd

Rhythm, insolent and native, is the 
soul of John Alden Carpenter’s “ Birth- 
day of the Infanta” suite, which was, 
played at the Chicago Symphony or- 
chestra concert yesterday. It is the 
distilled essence of Jazz. not 
alarmed at this rash statement. There 
are no vulgarities, Negroid, or primor- 
dial ebullitions, in its suave and intri- 
cate meter. 

This chatming setting for one of the 


book of rather cynical and sophisti-|
